extracurricular activities. Parents and kids alike feel as if 
hours are compressed so that one hour is reduced with 
only 30 minutes of productive time. Oh, for simpler days 
with 60-minute hours. 

As our communication devices have evolved 
from telephones attached to walls to handheld devices; 
as adding machines have been replaced with software 
programs, everything seems to have sped up. My 
generation would never have imagined a time when 
telephones would be wireless, while also being able to 
take photographs; the Internet, the stuff of science fiction. 
As my contemporaries and I were sitting in stifling pre- 
WWII architectural structures whose asbestos laden walls 
crumbled at our feet, somewhere in California a quiet boy 
was trying to get through school without being noticed. 
None of us could have predicted the impact on the world 
that Steve Jobs would have, including him. But I've 
jimiped too far ahead of myself. 

High school in the Sixties had a pace set to a slow 
Motown tune like Smokey Robinson would sing, or the 
Beatles simply wanting to hold her hand. No fast rapper- 
dapper-do brain-numbing stuff for us, even heavy metal 
hadn't been created yet. Time was slower and I think in 
some ways better. But you'll be the judge of that. 

When I was in high school, most of the teachers 
were fearsome creatures. And then there was Miss Eveljm 
Morse. She was the business education teacher. She wasn't 
called a "business educator" back in those days. Her 
handle was the "Tjrping Teacher." 

As an average (at best) business track student, the 
courses I took were bookkeeping (22 column accounting 
paper was used; we actually wrote numbers in pencil), 
shorthand (making funny marks that stand for letters and 
phrases written on paper in pen), and typing (manual 
tj^ewriters, the kind now only seen on Antiques Road 
Show). Two years for each of these specialized skill- 
training courses with a C grade average and you would 
be good to go out into the world to earn a living. 

Students being educated to become the leaders 
of industry and commerce, politics and medicine, would 
naturally take the college tracks. For the students who 
simply wanted to graduate from high school, there were

the general education courses. Lastly, there were the guys 
who took shop (just guys, no gals). Taking industrial arts 
or "shop" like automotive and electrical training wasn't 
viewed as cool back then. Most of us thought those boys 
would go from high school to jail, or possibly worse the 
gas station on Main Street. Little did we know that those 
fellows would become the expert tradesmen we'd gladly 
pay thousands of dollars to for fixing our cars, heating 
systems, and wiring our homes. Want to make money, 
kids? Become a plumber! 

College, as far as my crew was concerned, 
was something other kids thought about, not us. We 
wanted to become secretaries working for John Hancock 
Life Insurance in Boston, or a bookkeeper for the local 
doctor. Our goal was employment right away, not higher 
education. Our typing, filing, and shorthand skills would 
mean we could dress in skirts and blouses and have 
clean hands at the end of the day. Our parents, for the 
most part, also held the notion that college was for other 
people, people from another tier of society. By going to 
work right away, we'd be bringing extra money into our

parents' homes. For many of us, that was critical. 

I am pleased that today all kids are told they can 
and should go to college or some additional educational 
placement after high school. They are mentored to become 
something, achieve something, if they want to, if they 
try. It if further gratifying to see that the trades are finally 
respected and viewed as an opportunity, not a dumping 
ground for the non-bookish t5^es. I'm also glad I learned 
to type. 

Back to Evelyn Morse; we called her Mim Morse. 
As adolescent teenage girls (there wasn't a single male 
in our classes - not even in bookkeeping) our goal was 
to giggle a lot, make each other giggle a lot, try to get 
through our classes without getting in trouble and maybe, 
just maybe become proficient enough in typing to leave 
high school and get a job. 

Miss Morse's name lent itself easily to being 
humorously modified. All the teachers were either given 
nicknames or secretly had their names changed to suit 
our perception of their personalities or their questionable 
hygiene practices. In her case we did like her better than 
some of the other cast of characters into whose care we 
were cloistered for educational activities, so we simply 
altered MISS to MIM. 

Most of our teachers had been working in their 
chosen academic field for decades and were nearing 
retirement. They'd sometimes get a far away look in their 
eye that we'd mistake for senility. I now know they were 
daydreaming about a time when they wouldn't have to 
face a bunch of teenage hot shots whose ideas of what life 
was all about included aspirations of becoming an office 
clerk. But Mim Morse was always cognitively present 
with us and earnestly whittling away at our teenage crust 
so we could learn a marketable skill. 

She taught us how to sit properly in our chairs so 
that the muscle fatigue we would experience from hours 
of typing wouldn't hurt quite so badly. She impressed 
upon us the absolute importance of learning the "home 
row" of the typewriter and the correct pressure to apply 
to the keys. The finer points of triple carbon paper 
corrections were instructed so that we were nearly fine 
art conservationists as we very carefully erased away

an errant letter. Who can forget the exacting techniques 
of removing your documents from the typewriter's 
roller and then reinserting them to line up the sentences 
and individual letters to perfection.

NESDEC Officials Visit ORR District

Last Thursday, Friday, and Saturday, two 
representatives from the New England School 
Development Council visited several locations in the Tri- 
Town area to present their profile on the present state of 
Old Rochester Regional School District. 

Marge Clark and John Kennedy of NESDEC were 
brought in by the district to help determine what its goals 
should be in going forward with a "strategic plan" that is 
currently in the works. 

"If districts have a comprehensive plan, it really 
strengthens the district," said Clark at the Rochester 
Council on Aging on Thursday afternoon, where she 
conducted a forum with some Rochester seniors in 
attendance. 

Clark and Kennedy also traveled to both of the 
other CO As in the area to hold the forums, as well as to 
the junior and senior high schools, where they polled 
those in attendance as to what they believed were some of 
the positives and negatives of the school district. 

The forums, which lasted roughly an hour, were

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to go over the district's profile, and the feedback from the 
forums helped complete NESDEC's study. 

Clark said that she and Kennedy were at work 
with districts to "see what they need to work on, and 
how to do it. ... We want to see if strategic plan will move 
forward realistically." 

She also noted that there may be a decline 
of around 225 students in next 10 years, which will 
potentially have an impact on the strategic plan of the 
system, but she was confident that the district would still 
be sufficient with a drop in students. 

The report also stated that students' 2012 MCAS 
results "continued to exceed state average," and students 
in grade 10, who were in their last year of testing, showed 
indicators of "very high performance." 

"All of the district should be in good shape," 
she said. "Plus , their test scores are indicators of high 
performance." 

Neighbors Complaints Subside as Barking Does

Several past complaints of incessant and late- 
night dog barking at 368 North Ave. led to a public 
hearing at Monday's Board of Selectmen meeting, with 
the Board ultimately deciding to continue the hearing to 
a future date as the barking has subsided in more recent 
months. 
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Liberal Teixeira, the property owner, was on 
hand to defend himself among the Selectmen, several 
neighbors, abutters, and Anne Estabrook, the town's 
Animal Control Officer, but the overall consensus among 
those in attendance was that the barking was not a major 
issue in recent months. 

Teixeira is licensed to have 16 kennels on his 
property, and he said that the noise was mainly from five 
beagles that he recently found homes for 

"I'm gong to continue to try to do things to 
improve the situation," said Teixeira. "I want to be a good 
neighbor, too. If there's a problem, please tell me, and I'll 
address the issue." 

Town Counsel Blair Bailey suggested that the 
hearing be continued to a future meeting unless there 
weren't any more complaints regarding the noise from 
Teixeira's dogs. 

"We would only have you in here if it continues 
to be a problem," said Bailey. 

In other news, David Smith of the town's 
Agricultural Commission was on hand to request the 
Board's permission to move forward with 11 "Right to 
Farm Community" signs to be erected on town roads 
in several locations. The signs are in correlation with 
community supported farming, which is promoted by the 
Agricultural Commission. 

"It just furthers our acceptance of farming in the 
town," Smith said.

Smith requested funding from the town on behalf 
of the Commission, but Selectmen said that currently, 
there was no funding available in the budget for the 
signs, though there could be in fiscal year 2014 if they 
could not come up with their own funding through 
fundraising or donations. 

"We don't have any money for this," Town 
Administrator Richard LaCamera said. "It's going to be a 
couple thousand dollars by [the time the signs and posts 
are done being built and erected]." 

Board Chairwoman Naida Parker recommended 
waiting until next year to see if they can budget it. 

Smith added that he would get a couple more 
quotes on prices for the signs and seek funding elsewhere 
if necessary. 

The Board approved a motion to allow Mr. Smith 
to go forward with the project.

Finance Committee with Gagne and the Selectmen have 
been working on this important issue since 2010. 

The press release reads in part: "May 13, 2013: 
During Town Meeting, the town voted to adopt a 30- 
year funding schedule; under this schedule, $297,720 per 
year for 30 years with the goal of plan assets equaling or 
exceeding the accrued postretirement benefits obligation 
(APBO) at that time; the purpose of this approach 
attempts to ensure generational and taxpayer equity 
whereby today's taxpayers are paying the expenses 
incurred today and not pushing them off to future 
taxpayers." 

The full press release is available at the Town Hall 
and includes actuarial projections. 

In other updates from Gagne to the Board, he 
cited necessary repairs for the bathhouse at town beach, 
the restrooms at Ned's Point Park, and sidewalk repairs 
that are not part of the current sidewalk master plan. 
He told the Board members that he is working with an 
architect on plans for the bathhouse that will include cost 
estimates. He hoped to be able to present a request for 
funding at the Fall Town Meeting so the project can go 
out to bid and be completed before the summer of '14. 
Regarding the sidewalks, he has received complaints from 
resident about trip hazards on streets outside the current 
waterfront plan. He suggested that he and the Highway 
Department could come up with some cost estimates for 
their review. He'll move forward working with Barry 
Denham, Highway Department Superintendent. 

Sidewalks came up again when Gagne said he 
received correspondence regarding "Inclusion of Active 
Streets Program In Transportation Bond Bill." This bill 
was written to "establishing an active streets certification 
program within the Department of Transportation 
to encourage walking, cycling, and the use of public

November 25 fall Town Meeting, the approval to schedule 
two separate site plan reviews, and the approval of a 
subdivision plan at 293 Hartley Rd. 

The Board voted favorably to approve the six 
different amendments to be voted upon at Town Meeting. 
Those include amendments for the regulation and 
implementation of zoning bylaws involving medicinal 
marijuana facilities, accessory structures, roadside 
stands, farm stands, site plan reviews, site plan review 
application filing procedures, and flood plains. 

The Board also approved site plan pre- 
submissions from Covanta Energy for a CNG fueling 
station on Cranberry Highway and from NSTAR for an 
electric transfer station on Hartley Road. 

As for Covanta, the Board's main concern for 
the fueling station would be its impact on traffic on the 
busy road where the building is proposed. Town Planner 
Arnold Johnson said that they'd also like to eventually see 
a "master plan" of sorts from Covanta, who has recently 
grown quite a bit construction-wise in the area.

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the Barstow side alarming some of the abutters. 

The Stellatos of 12 Barstow expressed their 
concern that they would be looking at a parking lot with 
that amount of footage dedicated to driveway space 
covered in asphalt. They added that mature trees and 
other vegetation between their property and #14 gives 
them privacy, which would be sacrificed with the new 
home construction and subsequent driveway installation. 

Mr Hudson of 13 Mechanic Street said, "I object 
to the house being set almost on top of my home." He felt 
that the size of the home shown in the presentation was 
too large for the lot and the scale of other homes in the 
neighborhood. 

Holly Nadeau of 30 Church Street had questions 
about the setbacks allowed since from the presentation it 
appeared as if the house would be too close to her garage. 

There was also considerable discussion about 
house numbers and legal addresses for these two new 
homes because both are planned to have front doors not 
on Barstow. The home scheduled for #16 Barstow will 
have a side entrance on Barstow but the appearance of 
a main entrance on Church Street. A similar situation is 
present for the home planned for #14 Barstow. That home 
will be set deep into the lot and actually face Mechanic 
but have an address of Barstow. Charon asked if the Town 
Clerk had legal jurisdiction over street address.

changing the legal addresses of lots historical recorded. 

After a lengthy public hearing and board 
deliberation it was decided that Rocha could move ahead 
with plans for #16 Barstow with the following conditions: 
1) crushed stone or other aesthetically pleasing materials 
would be used for the driveway versus asphalt, 2) 
Barstow Street address would be maintained, 3) curb cut 
out would not exceed 15 feet. 

Regarding the proposed home for #14 Barstow, 
things did not go as smoothly. The Board determined 
that the size of the home was too large for the space 
and would negatively impact the abutters. They asked 
the applicant to return with a modified plan that would 
include a smaller home. 

Also coming before the Board was Richard and 
Debra Cantwell of 41 Acushnet Rd. requesting a special 
permit to rebuild and expand a garage. They questioned 
Cantwell as to whether or not there would be a room 
above the garage as seemed to be noted in the plans.

The business has been in 
operation since 1961 but in recent years had received a 
cease and desist order. With pending litigation in Superior 
Court, Malcolm's attorney, David Perry, pleaded his 
case for the special permit. Noting the length of time the 
business has been in operation, the service it provides 
to the boating community in the beach area, and the 
residents overall desire to have these services readily 
available to them was provided in defense of the petition. 

After hearing directly from some of the abutting 
neighbors who threw their support behind Malcolm and 
after reviewing improvements Malcolm had made to

as his company was representing a majority of the 
applicants. 

Davignon had a mostly good night, with 
four of his projects receiving the green light from the 
Conservation Commission, including the Notices of 
Intent put forth by Timothy and Greta Fox. The Foxes 
are currently building in the Pine Island Estates on Pine 
Island Road, and the two houses under construction have 
been criticized by neighbors for what they have perceived 
as an erratic timetable and less than forthright dealings 
with aspects of the plans, including a proposed paved 
road. 

Mattapoisett Dick Poznysz submitted a letter to 
the town expressing concern that the bulldozed swale 
leading to the project is haphazard and could prove 
troublesome for nearby trees, some of which could reach 
his house if they fell. 

"Construction has been under way for a year," 
Poznysz said. "It's common sense and prudent to 
ascertain whether it's being conducted properly." 

Other neighbors, including abutter Becky 
Lockwood, agreed, saying that runoff onto her property 
had increased dramatically, while adding that a fence of 
hers had been impacted by construction. 

But acting chairman Bob Rogers told the 
assembled that the decision was effectively out of the 
Conservation Commission's hands, pointing out that the 
Massachusetts Department of Envirorraiental Protection

had OK'd the project and is currently monitoring it. A 
denial of the Foxes' request for approval on features 
would likely result in a protracted appeal process with the 
same result, Rogers said. 

"We have no leverage or means to hold this up," 
Rogers said. "We have a process. We cannot arbitrarily or 
legally tell him he can't [move forward]." 

The Conservation Commission also approved 
Davignon for the repair of a stone/ concrete seawall at 
11 Shore View Ave., and a more extensive project at 8 
Deep Woods Dr., where Long Built Homes proposes 
the construction of a four-bedroom house and attached 
garage. The property would include a septic system, as 
Mattapoisett has heretofore denied tie-in to the sewer line

because of "over-capacity," according to Davignon, while 
also adding an in-ground pool that will require some 
removal of trees. 

While some abutters wondered whether the 
pool would increase runoff to their properties, as well as 
to the surrounding wetlands, because of the increase in 
impervious cover, none outright opposed the plan. 

However, flooding concerns did stall another of 
Davignon's projects: The addition of a shed, porch, and 
patio at 24 Pine Island Rd. The hearing - as well as that 
for another swimming pool project at 20 Water Street - 
was continued until the Commission's next meeting on 
October 16. 

Elsewhere on the agenda, the Conservation 
Commission gave the go-ahead to: 

Construction of a 30-by-80-foot hoop building at 4 
Fairhaven Rd.;

Prisoners. Starring Hugh Jackman and Jake Gyllenhaal. 
Directed by Denis Villeneuve. Running time: 153 minutes. 
MPAA rating: R. 

You know what you're in for with the first shot, of 
a snowy patch of woods in late autumn, while a voice-over 
intones the Lord's Prayer. A deer wanders into the frame, and 
the camera pulls back to reveal someone aiming a rifle. Bang! 
Christianity and unmotivated gun violence: ain't that America? 
Prisoners, the first film in English by the Quebec director Denis 
Villeneuve (Incendies), feels as though it wants to be part of 
the national conversation; it seems to want to be more than a 
kidnapped-kids thriller (especially with its generous running 
time of two hours and thirty-three minutes). For a long time, 
Villeneuve 's patient formalism and Roger Deakins' typically 
luscious cinematography make Prisoners a pleasant, and 
pleasantly adult, sit. Then it seems to remember that it has to 
wrap things up neatly (why?), and the last half hour, despite the 
occasional jolt of excitement, is a borderline embarrassment. 

In a drab Philadelphia suburb, two families get to- 
gether for Thanksgiving: Hugh Jackman and Maria Bello head 
over to the (slightly better-looking) home of Terrence Howard 
and Viola Davis. Jackman, 1 think, also brings some of the 
deer his son just shot in the first scene. The families each have 
a teenage kid and a small daughter The two small daughters 
leave the house after Thanksgiving dinner and never return. 
Prisoners then becomes about how the parents, and specifically 
Jackman, respond to the crisis. Howard and Davis recede, and 
Bello zonks herself out on pills — the brief moments of levity 
the elsewhere-vibrant actresses Bello and Davis share pre- 
kidnapping has to last us a long time, because the movie turns 
into The Hugh Jackman Show. The poor man, who seems to 
have dedicated much of his film career to making us forget he 
can also be a charming song-and-dance light comedian, rages 
and suffers and howls and falls off the wagon and generally 
comports himself like someone even Wolverine might cross the 
street to avoid. 

The police, led by Jake Gyllenhaal as a detective who's 
"never lost a case," find a mentally challenged young man (Paul 
Dano) who certainly seems to be the kidnapper, but the girls 



are nowhere to be seen, and after 24 hours the cops have no 
evidence on him and have to release him. Wolverine — er. Jack- 
man — swings into action, kidnapping Dano, stashing him in a 
dilapidated, abandoned apartment building he happens to have 
inherited, and tortures him for information while Terrence How- 
ard mostly stands around looking queasy. Meanwhile, someone 
else is sneaking around the neighborhood at night and apparent- 
ly breaking into the Jackman and Howard homes. Could he be 
the kidnapper? Or how about the old child-molesting ex-priest 
who has something interesting in his basement? 

Denis Villeneuve appears to be fighting this material 
tooth and nail. He brings a burnish of high burgundy serious- 
ness to the staging, but the plot is irredeemably pulpy and runs 
on a thin tank of coincidence and convolution. Villeneuve seems 
to want the film to say something about the American charac- 
ter as personified by Jackman, a struggling carpenter (Jesus?) 
who fills his own basement with survival supplies and passes 
easily into righteous fury. Gyllenhaal 's cop, 1 guess, is there as 
balance, but he doesn't do much of anything, and it takes him 
forever to figure anything out (some detective). The extended 
running time is there to pile on more and more twists, not to 
discover anything in the characters. The only thing we learn 
about Terrence Howard's character, aside from his not hav- 
ing the stomach for torture, is that he plays the trumpet badly. 
About Viola Davis we learn not even that much. Spike Lee's 
comments about mishandling of black characters in films made 
by white people are sometimes an occasion for eye-rolling, but 
after seeing Prisoners you might acknowledge he has a point. 

And then the movie gears up for its gripping climax 
and becomes terrible. The filmmaking remains crystalline, im- 
maculate, which makes the implausibilities much bitterer pills 
to swallow. Something seems to happen, and then no, it didn't 
happen that way, and someone is in custody that the cops like 
for the crime, but then whoops, someone isn't in custody any 
more, and someone goes alone to someone else's house and at 
that point, by simple process of elimination, you wait for the big 
reveal, and it happens, and while you're still trying to get your 
brain around the laughable disparity in size between the threat- 
ened party and the threatener, more stuff happens and people act 
stupidly and good god, is this going to be over any time soon? 
There are two movies at war here: a glum, wintry character 
drama from the Atom Egoyan mold (say. The Sweet Hereafter 
or Exotica) and a very-particular-set-of-skills thriller a la Taken. 
Guess which movie wins, but it's not even fun on a Taken level, 
never mind as devastating as Sweet Hereafter. This movie is 
impeccably made crap.
